. London, October 18. 

At the annual meeting of the Eastern Telegraph Company, Sir 
Denison Pender, presiding, said the gross revenue for the year was 
£4,324.000, compared with £4,331.000 for the previous year. The ex- 
peaditure was £2,438,000, compared with £2,988,000 and the profit 
£1,686,000, compared with £2,593,000. A sum of £500,000 had been 
transferred to reserve and £569,000 carried forward. The dividend 
“was 10 percent. tax free. Besides a million sterling provided~dy 
increaved capital, the Company since the Armistice had spent out of 
general reserve over £2,250,000 in laying additional cables and 
renewing sections of the main cables. .A further £700,000 was to be 
expended, which would be dealt with later, together with the bslagce 
of the cost of new cables to Le laid to complete the programme of 
strengthening the main lines to the Far Fast. I: was hoped to 
complete the programme early in 1923, when the Company would be 
in a position to deal satisfactorily with any eventuality. 

The Company had deen working in close co-operation with the

A Fine Work. oo 


The Hon. Mr, E. R. Hallifex 
performed a useful public ser- 
vice at the opening of the Tsao 
Yuk Maternity Hoepital on 
Tuesday when he gave an outline 
of the origin and activities of the 
Chicese public’ dispensaries of 
this Colony. The immense 
amoont of good which these in- 
stitutions dois probably unknown 
to the great majority of residents 
here, but. Mr. Hallifax threw 
some little light on the niatter 
when he pointed out that they 
deal with some 140,000 patients 
annually at a cost of $50,000, 
practically the whole of which is 
subscribed by the Chinese, them- 
selves. This is = startling fact 
when it is remembered that the
